The property listed in this catalogue will be offered and sold subject to the fol- 
lowing terms and conditions: 


1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means 
the Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of de- 
scription, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids 
are to be for a single article even though more than one article is included 
under a numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any 
one numbered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot 
irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the 
event of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, 
determine who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the 
auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to 
the Galleries immediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the 
whole purchase price, or such part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall 
be immediately made by the purchaser thereof. If the foregoing condition, 
or any other applicable condition herein, is not complied with, the sale may, 
at the option of the Galleries, be cancelled, and the article, or lot, reoffered 
for sale. 


7. Unless the sale is advertised and announced as an unrestricted sale, or a 
sale without reserve, consignors reserve the right to bid. 


8. Except as herein otherwise provided, title will pass to the highest bidder 
upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter the property is at the 
purchaser’s sole risk and responsibility. 


g. Articles sold and not paid for in full and not taken by noon of the day fol- 
lowing the sale may be turned over by the Galleries to a carrier to be delivered 
to a storehouse for the account and risk of the purchaser, and at his cost. If 
the purchase price has not been so paid in full, the Galleries may either cancel 
the sale, and any partial payment already made shall thereupon be forfeited 
as liquidated damages, or it may resell the same, without notice to the buyer 
and for his account and risk, and hold him responsible: for any deficiency.

BIOGRAPHICAL MEMOIR 


AMUEL T. SHAW was born in New York City in 1860, the son of James 

E. and Julia (Brown) Shaw. His father was the owner of the famous 

old Grand Union Hotel on 42nd Street, where the Bowery Savings Bank 

now stands. He went to Columbia University in 1880, but left before graduat- 

ing to sail on a cattle steamer for Europe, there to attain a broadening educa- 

tion more first-hand than is found in text books. In 1891 Mr. Shaw won the 

American fencing championship, but was advised by physicians to adopt a 

less strenuous interest; and perhaps because his mother was a competent 

painter, he turned naturally to this art (aided by Charles C. Curran) and 
remained its faithful supporter until his death in 1945. 

The Shaw Fund was established in 1892 at the Society of American 
Artists, and from it prizes were awarded annually until 1906, the first one 
going to the impressionist Theodore Robinson. In 1894 Mr Shaw was elected 
to the Salmagundi Club under the sponsorship of Carle Blenner, and his name 
became inseparably linked with that famous institution (he was permanent 
vice-president in later life). At the turn of the century, he was elected to the 
presidency of the Art Students League (1903-04), found the school in a 
weakened condition, and did much to recapture the vigorous and liberal spirit 
of its earlier years. 

Beginning in 1904 and continuing for forty years, he awarded the Shaw 
Prize each year on the occasion of the Salmagundi’s Annual Oil Exhibition, 
and gave an informal dinner in honor of the winner ( among them being 
Hawthorne, Rehn, Lawson, Grant, Beal, Carlson, Williams, Browne, Olinsky, 
Pleissner and Whitaker). For a number of years he also donated the Julia A. 
Shaw prize to women artists, and numerous black and white awards; many 
of these prize winners are represented in the present sale. 

It was Samuel T. Shaw’s unbounded enthusiasm, unselfishness and good 
taste that endeared him to the artists around him, that made him a force in 
American art circles. Indicative of the esteem in which he was held is the 
scroll presented by the Salmagundi Club, which says in part: “This .. . 
celebrates the affectionate esteem of a host of friends, the gratitude of the 
Club for the many years of faithful service and generous support, and the 
appreciation of the artists for a life-time of devotion and the promotion of 
American art.” 

Samuel T. Shaw was an art patron in the finest sense of the term; he 
knew, respected and patronized the artists of his own day, paying them the 
highest compliment any art lover can accord an artist—purchase of the artist’s 
work. He looked upon the artist as a social as well as a cultural necessity, 
demanding in return only that he function as an artist. And within the 
boundaries of traditional craftsmanship his taste was varied enough to suit 
many other collectors who place value on beauty. 

There are too few such men among us now.
